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Applicants elect Group II ( claims ± _ 6 and ^.^^ with 
traverse . 

Both claims 7 and 14 of Group I and claims 8-10 of Group III 
are ultimately dependent upon independent claim 1 of Group li. As 
a result, a finding of allowability of Group II would also make the 
claims of Group I and Group III instantly allowable. Accordingly, 
no burden is placed upon the Examiner and rejoinder of all three 
groups and examination on the merits is respectfully requested.
